backstop, 12 feet high. Two 
backstop posts were broken 

DPW Supt. Robert Palmer 
received an estimate of $9740 
trom Charles Williamson of the 
Sturdy Fence Co, In addition. 
there was turf damafe to the 
playing field. 

Supt. Palmer could not 
remember any incident in which 
there was so much damage to 
property. The fence at the Glen 
Road playground was erected 
last year by volunteers, with a 
donation from the Wilmington 
Rotary Club paying for the 
materials. 

Palmer found a license plate 
jammed into the fence, along 


with loose pieces of chrome 
Police traced the license plate to 
Vidito. It is alleged that the 


chrome found at the scene 
matches chrome missing {rom 
Vidito’s Che El Camino, 


which is registered with the 
plate found in the fence 

Vidito has been charged with 
malicious damage and motor 
vehicle trespass on improved 
property. The — malicious 
damage charge cai result in a 
ten-year sentence and @ line ot 
up fo $3000.

Considering all the history 
articles you write, which 1 
cherish and save, obviously you 
are the chosen one to be in- 
fluential in saving our heritage. 

Another one of your fantastic 
editorials such as “Leadership 
needed” - July 25, 1984, is in 
order. 

Reference to an article which 
appeared in the Crier December 
16, 1981 ‘'Tewksbury Town 
planner” page 6 explains how 
Tewksbury Town Planning 
Director, Lee Newman sub- 
mitted “grant application’ for 
‘funds to the town for the 
purpose of designating two 
areas for placement on the 
National Register of Historic 
Landmarks.” 

‘Newman explained that 
commercial and industrial 
investors may find large tax 
incentives to renovate older 
historical buildings,’’(the Crier 
reported, ed.) 

The Walker School should 
qualify for placement on the 

National Register of Historic 
Landmarks. 

Personally I feel that the 
Historical Commission should 
come forth and act on issues 
concerning saving our heritage 
and preserving certain areas as 
historical landmarks. 

‘Designations of a district on 
the National Register of 
Historical Landmarks prevents 
the state and federal govern 
ments from taking action that 
would disrupt the neighborhood 
such as putting a highway 
through the district. However a 
local historical district must be 
created to protect the district 
from the local level,” (the ar 
ticle said, ed.) 

This was a very valuable 
article and could be beneficial in 
guiding our town to designate 
certain areas with a number of 
historical landmarks for 
placement on the National 
Register of Historic Landmarks. 

While all the rules concerning 
the “Tewksbury Town Planner’ 
do not apply to the Walker 
School situation, there should be 
no question regarding the fact 
that the Walker school, built in 
1896 should be saved.

The Walker School in 
Wilmington may soon be torn 
down, It is a sturdy building. 
Sentimentalists and others want 
it to remain. The town manager 
sees no use for it. Some call it a 
fire trap 

The school was named for 
“Sears Cook Walker, one of many 
persons of that family born in 
Wilmington. He was a grandson 
of the man who commanded the 
Wilmington militia, on Concord 
Day — Capt. Timothy Walker, 

Capt. Walker lived in the old 
farmhouse that was called the 
Alden Eames house, on 
Shawsheen Avenue, and it was 
there that Sears Cook and his 
brothers were born. 

For 200 years the Walker 
family was in the forefront, in 
Woburn, in Wilmington and in 
Burlington. Some became 
Congregational clergymen. One 
became the president of Har. 
vard College, just before the 
Civil War 

Capt. Timothy was a state 
representative, after Bunker 
Hill. He was town treasurer, and 
he tried to lead the church into 
the tenets of Unitariamsm. In 
this he failed. Afterward he was 
elected deacon of the 
Wilmington church, To him that 
position had, more honor than 
ing se#vel in the militia, or 
ing served in the state 
legislature 

Sears Cooke W 
three grandsons, 
from Harvard and 
Pennsylvania to teach. He also 
attended college there and 
studied medicine, geology and 
many other subjects. His 
abilities led to his appointment 
to the Coast Survey, a job in 
which he became famous. 

It is not known when Sears 
Cook Walker died. In 189% he 
would have been 91 years old 
Presumably he had died betore 
the school was Gonstructed, and 
it was named for him to honor 
his memory. There is no hint 
that the Walker tamily con 
tributed to the construction ot 
the school, nor that any mem 
bers were present on the day 
that the town accepted the 
school trom the builder

anda native of Wilmington. The 
benediction was by the Rev 
Elijah Harmon of _ the 
Congregational Church 

The school cost $6,903.60 to 
build. The architect was a man 
named Warren F, Floyd and 
John W. Wilson waS the con- 
tractor. The mason’ was J.E. 
Osborn. The chairman of the 
building committee was John T. 
Wild, who lived in an imposing 
home on Lake Street, and 
the superintendent of the ice 
company at what is now the 
town beach. 

The building of the school was 
much discussed before a 


decision was made. 
Back about the time of the 
Civil War there were five 


schools in Wilmington plus a 
Select School. The five schools 
were the North, East, South. 
West and Center. Of those five, 
the Center is today the place 
where the Fourth of July 
Committee meets, overlooking 
the common. The East School. 
at the corner of Federal Street 
and Woburn Street is today a 
private home 


The North School was torn 
down when the North In 
termediate School was con 


structed. The South School, on 
Butters Row, burned down in 
1894. and the West School was 
replaced by the second building 
to bear that name, in 1876. 

The Select School, was, in 
effect, a High School, but not 
supported by public funds. It 
started about 1860-61, in the 
basement of the Congregational 
Church, and was supported by 
fees being charged to the 
tamilies of the pupils 

Many towns in Massachusetts 
had select schools at that time 

In the 1870s a high school was 
start in the former Free Will 
Baptist Chureh. The first class 
graduated in 1874 

Wilmington was growing 
Emigrants were coming trom 
Europe, and, i! can be noted 
Irom Nova Scotia. The intlux 
was not a sudden one, but rather 
a steady but small flow of new 
inhabitants 

By 1880 the increase in the 
number of pupils was to be 
remarked upon. More 
were needed 

In 1885 a new school had been 
built — halt high school and halt 
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Walker 
School 


grammar school. Wilmington 
was proud of it’— the school 
which was recently torn down, 
the Center School 

The previous Center School, a 
one-room school house was no 
longer needed, and such persons 
as Charles W. Swain and others 
saw to it that the town voted for 
a library, in that former school. 


That building today is the 
Fourth of July Headquarters. 
The Center School, proudly 


also called the High School, had 
high school classes upstairs, and 
grammar grade classes 
downstairs. 

The West School, frequently, 
had too few pupils. Other schools 
were to be described as 
crowded. The South School had 
more. as did the East and North.

Then, in the summer of 1894 the 
South School burned down. 

Some of the pupils were 
transferred into the new school 
Others walked over to the East 
School. From the Neilson farm 
on Chestnut Street it was two 
and a half miles to the Center 
School, and nearly three miles to 
the East School. Dorothea, six 
years old, was assigned to the 
East School according to 
Neilson tradition. Some times 
she was able to walk the 
distance. 

Wilmington men thought a 
school should be built 
somewhere along Main Street 
near enough to the South School 
area, and to the West School 
area for pupils to walk

Fay, Gormley interviewed 


for superintendent's post « 


by Arlene Surprenant 
“L have been involved in one 
Y or another in the school 
system for about 20 years,” 
superintendent finalist William 
Fay told the Wilmington School 
Committee at its second in- 
lerview session last Wednesday. 


His bid for the superin- 
tendency, Fay said, is the 
“highlight” of his educational 


career 

Fay and Timothy Gormley, 
superintendent of schools in 
Rumford, Maine, were the last 
of four candidates to come 
before the school board to 
outline their qualifications and 
answer various questions. 

Stressing the experience he 
could bring to the job, Fay listed 
among his qualifications his 
experience as principal, at 
different times, of both the 
North and West. Intermediate 
Schools, as a former school 
committee member, as 
president of the Wilmington 
Principal's Association, and as 
an officer of a Teamsters local 
His background includes strong 
negotiating skills and “con- 
siderable fiscal experience,” he 
said. He has chaired a 
curriculum revision program 
and established a ‘‘solid public 
relations program” at the West 
Intermediate School in the past 
few years, he said. 

With morale at a low point in 
the school system, Fay said he 
felt his greatest contribution as 
superintendent would be to 
upgrade morale through strong 
leadership. He would also try to 
make the teacher's job as “easy 
and pleasant as possible and 
get across the message thal 
‘you're not really working for 
me; I'm working for you." 

“T think I have credibility in 
this community,” he said, and 
stressed his ability to interact 
and communicate with many 
people on different levels, a 
quality he said he views as a 
“gift 

He sees himself as a ‘lobbyist 
for kids” and pointed out that as

principal, his students have 
always been his “number one 
priority.” Fay compared the 
educator to a farmer who sows a 
lot of seeds. Sometimes the 
farmer sees the results of the 
planting and cultivation and 
sometimes he doesn’t, Fay said 

Gormely, the fourth can- 
didate, told the board he was the 
third generation of his family in 
“the education business." He 
has held administrative posts at 
three school levels over a period 
of 16 years and has been a union 
president and a high school 
principal. He considers himself 
basically ‘a curriculum per- 
son,’ he said, with strong 
financial capabilities. 

He pointed out that in his 
present post he is able to draw 
on all the resources at his 
command to get a school budget 
passed intact, the most recent 
taking only 18 minutes to pass. 

In seeking the Wilmington 
school superintendent's post, 
Gormely said he is coming back 
full circle. He used to live in 
Lowell and his wife taught in 
Chelmsford, he said 

Gormely views the superin- 
tendent as an “interpretor’”’ of 
school committee policy. He 
he believes in showing off 
the schools to build a better 
public image, believes that 
“children come first,"’ and sees 
himself as a ‘doer’ who is not 
afraid to ask for input and in- 
volve others in the education 
process,

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South African priest serves at St. Williams

Father Raphael Mahlanger is 
man determined to help his 
people, the oppressed Zulus of

The South African born 

Catholic priest is currently 
» ‘serving at St. Williams Church 

in Tewksbury while on a holiday 

from missionary school at St 

Paul's University in Ottawa, 

Canada 

He came to Tewksbury after 
corresponding with St 

William's Father Bill Smith, 

who returned to the United 

States last year after spending 

38 years as an African 

missionary 

The 42 year old Fr. Raphael 
was born in a mountainous 
native homeland north of 

Durban. His tribe, he said, 

number's nearly six million 

Homelands, he explained, are 
reserve areas for native tribes 
such as Zululand where he was 
born, They are for the most part 
quite rural. Plowing for the 
family farms is still done by 
oxen, he said. 
* Despite its size, the Zulu tribe 
does not participate in the white- 
“controlled mipority govern. 
* ment. And onfW recently have 
other South African peoples, 
namely Coloreds (people of 
* mixed lineage) and Indians been 
allowed seats, albeit powerless 
ones, in Parliament 

In South Africa, where 
. segregation is the law, Father 

Raphael is one of the lucky few 

who managed to attain an 

education and escape poverty, 
despite discriminatory apar 
theid policies. 
The Dutch word, he said, 
literally means “separate at 
fairs.” Adopted as social policy 
after World War Il, it has kept 
political power and economic 
advantages securely in the 
hands of the white population 

1 think it is terrible,’ said 
Father Raphael. “I feel there is 
a lot of injustice and that people 
don’t have equal opportunities. 

He will head back to school in 
Canada July and after his 
graduation next year will return 
to his native country to continue 
waging war on the evils of 
poverty and illiteracy 

‘] believe only education is 
really going to help us,” said the 
youthiul looking priest 

According to Father Raphael 
nearly 80 per cent of South 
Atrican Catholics are black 
These days, more and more 
native men are entering the 
priesthood, he said 

When Christianity 
Africa, it brought with it the 
ways of western culture. Now 
Father Raphael says, things are 
changing, 

Since we are getting native 
priests, we are trying to present 
Christianity ina way that people 
can understand better,” he said 
“The chureh is, at the moment 
trying to find ways to use some 
of the Atrican traditions 

As a young boy, Father 
Raphael attended Star of the Sea 
mission school run by the Ser 
vite Fathers in one of the 
homelands north of Durban. 

Before that, he said, he was

‘The priest had come to see Fr 
Raphael's mother, to encourage 
her to enroll him in the mission 
school. 

“It impressed me to see the 
missionaries giving themselves 
building schools, helping 

he said. “When I 
finished high school I said to 
myself ‘there is something 
strange.’ Why do these people 
leave their country and give 
themselves up? I wanted to be 
part of that work.” 

After high school in Swasiland 
and five years spent studying for 
the priesthood in Pretoria and 
Uganda, Fr. Raphael was or- 
dained in 1976. 

One of his assignments was in 

a homelands mission called the 
Valley of a Thousand Hills. 
It is to this type of mission, he 
says he would like to return “to 
help teachers and the young 
people.”” 

Unhappy with the segregated 
policies of apartheid, Fr 
Raphael says the church in 
South Africa is now working for 
change. 

“It seems as if the church 
before this was working on the 
lines of the government,” he 
said. “Bishops find it difficult to 
send a black priest into a white 
area. They are afraid white 
Catholics won't accept this 

Recently, however, he said, 
the church has begun to send 
“colored” priests into white 
areas with success. 

We are fighting for equal 
opportunity for everybody,” he 
said

In his own diocese, church 
leaders are making bold moves 
“We decided to integrate the 
Catholic schools in Durban. It is 
against the law, but because 
they are private schools, the 
government hasn't said 
anything, Raphael ex 
plained

If young people go to school 
together maybe in a later

generation the mentality will 
change.” 

Durban is one of South 
Africa's major cities. Its 
residents are all white 

“People from the reserve 
come to Durban looking for 


work but they can’t stay in the 
city because the city is supposed 
to ‘be white,” he explained 
Instead, the black workers live 
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in tMMBhips 10 to 15 miles 
outside the city, he said, and 
must commute to and from work 
by bus or train each-day. 
“Mostly it is just women and 


children and old people who stay 
the homelands,” he said. 
“You can’t do much farming. 
The land isn't that rich.” 

But not everyone rates a job 
and a better way of life near the 
cities 

“Townships are controlled by 
the government. You can only 
go there to work,” said Fr 

“Some of my people 
little education.” 
They do not all qualify for jobs, 
he said. 

“There are many different 
voices” in South Africa, ex. 
pressing equally as many 
opinions about economic sanc- 
tions passed by the US 
Congress to express disfavor for 
apartheid, Fr. Raphael said. 

Some, such as Nobel Prize 
winner Bishop Tutu, favor 
disinvestment, he said, Others, 
including the leader of the Zulu 
tribe, are totally against it 

They fear that blacks will be 
hurt most by the resulting 
economic decline, Fr. Raphael 
said 

“They won't have jobs and 
will be sent back to the 
homelands,” he explained 

According to Fr. Raphael. 
some South Africans 
("especially the young people’) 
doubt the motives of American 
legislators 

‘I don't know whether blacks 
like the outside world really to 
interfere,” he said, “Some are 
asking are we going to step out 
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from one oppression and then 
another oppression will come 
along?” 

He admits, though, that 
“pressures” from the states are 
having an impact 

“The government has been 
moving a little bit toward 
change,” he said, citing the 
inclusion of some native peoples 
in the main governing body in a 
limited way 
In Tewksbury, Fr. Raphael 
said he was taking particular 
notice of the CCD and Marriage 
Encounter programs. Some of 
the things he has learned about 
them, he said, he would like to 
bring back with him to South 
Africa

Dear Larz: 

I am a Good Guy. I woke up 
Saturday morning about 
o'clock an 
to myself, 
sure beats being a 


stinker, 
doesn’t it? Do you remember the 


“I am a-stinker’’ column 
heading in the Crier in Sep- 
tember of °57 quoting my 
opening remarks to my classes 
that first day of my teaching in 
Wilmington? Stinker to Good 
Guy, and the metamorphosis 
took a mere 28 years. Talk about 
the speed of evolution! 

During those 28 years, Larz, 
there have been memories too 
numerous to detail, un- 
forgettable, to be sure, but I 
assume the word “memories” 
implies the characteristic of 
unforgettability. I recall being 
asked by Larry Cushing, a 
wonderful friend and supporter, 
if I would care to start a spring 
track team at the High school 
Now that’s like asking a kid if he 
would like an ice cream cone. 
The first meet of the spring, 
against Bedford, saw us take a 
wallopping, but the seeds of 
fulure successes were sown 
when three baseball players who 
were not destined to play a great 
deal with the squad, approached 
ach Joe Gilfigan with the 
thought of transferring to the 
track team. It looked like a lot of 
tun, they said. Joe, being ever 
the Coach with the interest of the 
athletes at heart, gave his ap- 
proval. That's how we acquired 
the services and enth sm of 
Phil Tupper, later Captain of 
Northeastern Track, Brian 
Phillips, the first of eight 
Phillips athletes I had the 
pleasure of coaching, and 
Winston Fairfield, later of the 
University of Indiana, and the 
first athlete from Wilmington to 
score in the State Class Meet 

Going back even further I 
remember walking up to the 
Roman House one Sunday af 
ternoon in May to interview with 
Superintendent John Collins 
about a teaching position in the 
math department. It’s funny 
how the wheel of fortune turns. 1 
could have accepted a job at 
North Andover High School if 
the position called for teaching 
five math courses rather than 
four maths and one science. I 
was even willing to accept a 
class in Latin, but the Latin 
teacher didn't want to teach 
science either. Incidentally, one 
of my biggest disappointments 
in my 28 years al the High 
School has been witnessing the 
gradual decline in the number ot 
students electing Latin leading 
to the present situation where 
Latin is no longer offered as a 
course. I am sure that many 
Merit Scholars in local school 
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systems owe a debt of gratitude 
to the solid Latin programs in 
their curricula. 

Some of the really memorable 
days that cross my mind are 
naturally closely related to the 
students and athletes with whom 
I have worked. One who comes 
to mind is the sophomore who 
was completely lost in geometry 
until we started constructions 
with compass and straight edge 
He lapped it up, pulled an “A” 
on his final exam and the last 
term, passing the course in the 
process. I recall taking over as 
advisor to the Class of '61 late in 
their senior year and having the 
class rally around when we 
needed help for the prom and 
yearbook, regardless of the fact 
that we had our differences on 
occasion. That Class of “61 -will 
iso stand out because every boy 
in algebra I joined the track 
team, We weren't so enlightened 
to welcome girls on track teams 
in those years, however. Their 
dedication and determination 
would have been an asset 

Other classes to whom I 
served as advisor have left 
many pleasant memories. The 
Class of ‘68 initiated the 
“Teacher of the Year'’ award, 
with the Class of '72 | had my 
first encounter with the 
phenomenon called the Junior 
Variety Show. We had a good 
one and it was fun. In ‘76 our 
cullural contribution to the 
community was a student 
faculty talent show, 1 would like 
to see it revived. The Class of '80 
survived an electoral upheaval 
which would have shattered 
most organizations, pulled 
together, and gave tremendous 
cooperation to the officers and 
advisor. It is enlightening to see 
how much maligned students 
can cast aside bitterness and 
work for the common good. 
Would that adults could follow 
their example more often 

Recollections of 28 years bring 
to mind many other pictures, 
some pleasant and some not 
Believe me if you will, I have 
resigned from the High School at 


The ‘Good Guy’ replies-- 


and women. One coach told me 
that he liked to compete against 
Wilmington because we have 
such nice kids. An MVC track 
athelte told me this spring that 
he liked to compete against our 
team. In fact, to quote him, 
“They are the only team in the 
Leeague that I like.” 

The memories of other teams, 
not as renowned, certainly, as 
those of the mid-seventies, also 
enter the picture. A nondescript 
group led by Captain Rick 
Russell that devastated a 
League Champion Tewksbury 
squad on the last cross country 
meet of the season, It is amazing 
how much can be accomplished 
by the dedicated athlete whose 
burning desire to achieve a goal 
is accompanied by a willingess 
to work toward it. It is a shame 
that so many pass through the 
High School without even 
making an effort to participate 
in a sport or activity where the 
successful attainment of a 
common goal, no matter how 
small, is its own reward. I can't 
resist telling you now about a 
young freshman on my squad 
this year who completed his first 
mile in a practice meet against 
Reading in late March. he was 
cramping and exhausted as he 
finished in about 7:30. Last 
Wednesday against Tewksbury 
he beat his goal and won a shori. 
His time? 5:58.3. A remarkable 
achievement, wouldn't you say” 
He wasn't a star before he came 
on our team, but in the minds of 
many of our athletes on this 
year's team, he is now a star. 

Previously I alluded to the 
fact that only recently have girls 
been participating in track on a 
wide-ranging scale. By any 
yardstick imaginable, our girls’ 
irack program had very modest 
beginnings. We would start the 
season with 25 or 30 athletes, but 
wind up with fewer than a dozen, 
Once we had only four. For four 
successive years we were 
unable to send five girls to the 
line in State Class Meet com- 
petition and have them finish the 
race. The breakthrough came in

system. | was once interrupted 
four times while doing a five 
step problem on the board. 
Kelley blew his top, so to speak, 
and later knocked it off the wall 
with a well-placed eraser.

It was 
a year and a half before it was 
restored to good working order, 


if the word “good” can be 
properly used to describe such 
an infernal machine. 


Aller serving as department 
head in mathematics for seven 
years and vice principal for one. 
along with Al Hambelton, it was 
a pleasure and much more fun to 
return to full time teaching and 
to coaching. That first year, 
1968, we met Andover for the 
first time and came out on the 
short end of a 109 - 5 score 
Nevertheless the meeting 
inaugurated a friendship with 
Dick Collins, the superb coach of

There were few dry 
eyes at the meet that day 
Regrets?" as the song says 
“There were a few, but ther 
again, too few to mention.” | 
have often said that if you can't 
take losing, you don't deserve to 
win, The most bitter disap- 
pointments are in those students 
who have the ability, but don’t 
care to use il, We hope that they 
will grow up some day, 
straighten themselves out, - and 
survive until they do. The 
athlete who drops off a squad is 
nol as big a disappointment as 
the youngster who never made 
an effort in the first place. 

I think back to the hundreds, 
perhaps thousands, of boys and 
girls who never gave themselves 
a chance. They went through 
school ina vacuum, never trying 
to make themselves better 
people, never trying to make our 
school a better place. I speak to 
incoming freshmen each year, 
urge them to take part in some 
activities, encourage them to 
become part of the life of our 
school, actively seek their 
participation in track or cross 
country. I succeed in many 
cases, fail in too many others. 
One boy confided that he had 
planned to drop out of school the 
day he turned 16. Mind you, 
Larz, this determination had 
been made in the eighth grade. 
Not only did he finish school, he 
did quite'well academically and 
continued on to college. He was 
a four member of our cross 
country and track teams. he 
admits that track was the only 
factor which kept him in school 
All too often the individual goes 
the job - money - cars roule, 
never rejoicing in the thrill of 
competition, never experiencing 
the exhilaration of victory, 
never suffering the agony of 
defeat and possibly often unable 
to cope with the highs and lows 
of the wonderful game called 
lite. By not being part of the 
action they forfeit forever their 
only chances for storing up 
memories of what could be some 
of life's most enjoyable 
moments. Four years pass all 
too quickly 

Thanks Larz, for permitting 
me the opportunity to reminisce 
about some of the things that 
have made teaching — in 
Wilmington so memorable. The 
people, including one of the 
finest I have ever known 
Bernard P. McMahon, have 
made me feel comfortable here. 

Jntorgettable”’ is the word for 
so many of them, including the 
inimitable Barney.

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Riley's tanks got the blame 


As was told in the Town Crier 
on May 29, Tat’s Store, in the 
Silver Lake part of Wilmington 
closed up at the end of the week 
after having been in business for 
about 62 years. 

Tattersall's was originally a 
gas station and store combined 
Al Riley, brother-in-law of Bill 
Tattersall, ran the gas station. 
The gas pumps were in front, 
between Tat's and Main Street. 

Later Al Riley moved across 
Cottage Street, to the southerly 
side of that street. That's where 
the station is today 

The first of July 1948 was the 
day that Al Riley got a little 
unwanted and unearned at 
tention. 

Across Main Street was, and 
is, another building, erected in 
1922 by a man named Hill. The 
cellar is in what was once a mill 
pond. 

For nearly 200 years, starting 
about 1705, there was a dam 
near Lubbers Brook, and a mill 
pond tha| extended upstream, to 
the westerly end of Veranda 
Avenue. The last owner was 
Henry Harnden 

Every year, during that time, 
leaves and other debris would 
fall into the mill pond and sink to 
the bottom. That would generate 
a gas called niwesh gas, but

more properly methane gas. 
Methane is what comes out of 
the pipe in city gas systems. 

There was a drain pipe at the 
lowest point in the cellar, 
designed to drain out water, if 
there was any. There wasn't 
much. 

On July 1, 1948 there was a 
litle card party in the cellar. 
Four or five men, with a little 
beer, and a few smokes, were 
passing away the time 

Someone lit a cigarette, and 
tossed the still burning match to 
the floor. It fell near the inlet to 
the cellar drain. 

POOF! There was an ex- 
plosion of sorts. No one was 
injured, but the fire department 
was called. 

It was, of course, matsh gas, 
but the eye of cion was 
fixed on Al Riley's gas station, 
about 100 feet away 

Various state officials were 
called in. Those officials+ too, 
guessed it was leaking gas, from 
the tanks of Riley's gas station. 
A local person or two told them 
there was marsh gas in that 
area, No one listened. 

Dig up those gas tanks! Find 
out where they are leaking! 

Al Riley protested. His tanks 
did not leak. The source of the 
explosion was about 100 feet 


away, 
It didnt’ make any diffefence 
Al Riley's gas tanks were dug 
up. They were found to be 
without leaks. 
Of course someone had to pay 
for that work. It wasn't Al Riley 
Maybe it was the taxpayer.

Spring, Canadian geese 
lucky enough to land on Martin's 
Pond, North Reading, in front of 
the property of Lou and Zelma 
Greenstein, are apt to partake of 
scraps from gourmet feasts. A 
food and restaurant consultant, 
Lou has an avid interest in 
cooking, and one of the largest 
collections of antique and 
collectible kitchen utensils in 
existence. 

He is not a_hit-or-miss 
collector, but rather is in 
terested in tools reflecting a 
cross section of kitchen tech- 
nology. from primitives to any- 
thing used in the thirties and 
forties. For instance, items con- 
cerning butter technology in- 
clude such things as eight dif 
ferent varieties of butter churns, 
patters, molds, rakes, ete 
Necessity being the mother of 
invention, people in the late 


1800's creatively extended 
butter by adding heated milk 
Beating it with a hand beater. 
and keepting it cool in the cellar 
This gave them a_ product 
similar to the “whipped butter 
of today, which people believe is

Lou searches out the ways 
that past cooks solved cooking 
problems, such as using 
steamers for multiple cooking to 
save energy. Tin ovens decorate 
his fireplace and he can 
visualize persons of the past 
preparing meals in that fashion 
le gets ideas from his three 
thousand cookbooks, lacking 
only the Fanny Farmer first 
edition he would like to acquire 
Because of today's fast pace. 
many of the past cooking 
methods have been forgotten. 
and Lou finds pleasure in

It is 
just not a viable alternative for 
shorter men to buy clothes im the

At arecent seminar | attended, I 
learned from a specialist in bio- 
logical samples that they can 
critical-point freeze-dry an 
organic substance — like a 
speck of pollen — and spatter- 
coat it with gold.

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How to find —.and prepare —

Philadelphia has its Liberty Bell. New 
York has the Statue of Liberty. But only 
Boston has a five-foot, carved, white-pine 
codfish hanging in its State House 

And not without good reason. 

So abundant was this fish in the late 
1600s that the skinny arm of land that juts 
into the Atlantic out of Massachusetts 
was named Cape Cod after it. Later, 
many a grand home was built with bounty 
from the cod trade that triangled from 
Boston to the West Indies to England. 

In appreciation, the MasSachusetts leg 
islature voted in 1784 to hang the “sacred 
cod” in the State House as a reminder of 
the wealth, livelihood, and nourishment it 
brought to this sea-hammered state. And 
unlike vanishing Boston baked beans, In- 
dian pudding, and Boston cream pig, cod 
still appears — in a more palatable form 

~ on menus here and around the country. 

Young cod fillets, called “scrod" or 
‘schrod,” are most often served in 
seafood restaurants, simply dressed with 
crumbs, seasoned with salt, pepper, and 
paprika, and broiled with butter. 

Recently a delightful West Indian cou 
ple stopped by. “Where can we get Boston 
cream pie?" they moaned. 

In fact, it's easier today to find a salad 
nigoise, or pasta with goat cheese and sun- 
dried tomatoes than it is to find many of 
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‘Sacred cod’ in the Massachusetts State House — it’s still on Boston menus, while other traditional foods are disappearing

Perfect is really the wrong 
title for the latest debacle to star 
John Travolta. Flawed would 
have been a better moniker. 
Seriously Flawed, however, 
would have really hit the mark. 

Based upon an article from 
“Rolling Stone” magazine that 
was written by Aaron Latham 
(who also co-scripted with di- 
rector/producer James 
Bridges), the film has a ram- 


bling, aimless quality only made 
worse by Travolta’s one dimen- 
sional performance. Let's be 
honest. The man cannot act. He 
was fine as a Sweathog in 
“Welcome Back Kotter,"’ and 
when he plays basic characters, 
such as in Grease, he is har- 
mless and almost entertaining. 
However, as a serious thespian, 
Travolta can’t cut it, and should 
pack away the pancake make-up 
and stop harrassing audiences. 
The film suffers greatly from 
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a lac? of focal point. Travolta, 
as a Rolling Stone reporter, is 

to be writing a story 
about a businessman indicted on 
cocaine charges. While working 


on this, he another story 
he plans to title “Looking for 
Mr. Goodboty about the 
Sports Connection, a health club 
in California that is representa- 
tive of the dating bars of the 80's. 
But the plot goes back and forth 
from one coast to another, one 
article to another and one 
subplot to another so often that 
by the time the denoument 
begins, you are guaranteed not 
to care. 

Jamie Lee Curtis is the fit and 
often scantily clad ‘Pied Piper 
of Aerobics,” who is to figure 
importantly in the article. 
Although her performance is 
fine, she is not as appealing as in 
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Trading Places, and at times 
seems uncomfortable with her 
role. Anne De Salvo, however, in 
a supporting role, is firey and 
more alive than anyone else in 
the film. On the other end of the 
spectrum is Jann Wenner as the 
editor of ‘Rolling Stone." 
Wenner actually ts the 
magazine’s editor, and he 
should have stayed in the pub- 
lishng business. Why he was 
ever cast in the film is a puzzle, 
because his performance is 
annoyingly awful; he may as 
well be one of the walking dead. 
There is very little about this 
film that is enjoyable, and a lot 
that is wrong with it. including 
loose editing and a running time 
of two hours.
